Examiner's Note 

1 . The Examiner notes that claim 1 1 has been amended to include all the limitations 
of claim 9, however the limitations of claim 11 have been underlined and the limitations 
of claim 9 (added to claim 1 1 ) have not been underlined. It appears that what is not 
underlined in claim 1 1 should be underlined, and what is currently underlined should not 
be underlined. In an effort to expedite prosecution the Examiner has not sent out a 
notice of non-compliance, rather has noted herein the deficiencies and provided a 
Notice of Allowance.
